As sophisticated Seniors, we can remember only very vaguely our Freshman 
days. In our new clothes and changing voices we hustled to school on that first day 
and quickly renewed our friendships.

The by-laws of the constitution were amended to the effect that the cheerleaders 
were to be elected in June by the Athletic Association rather than in the fall by the 
faculty.
